stend thar of *““Ihe Geueral Assembly of the
Presbyterian Chureh in the Undled States " As
thut wae already the cstablished, recognized
title of a much larger body, we think this ns-
surnption vnjustitinble; and it s certuinly ealeu-
Inten to broved confusion and mischief,

Alter resolving o have no more cordinl or
intimate relutions with Northern Preshyterians
thun with other ecelesinsticn]l  bodies whose
creeds are not speelally ohiectionable, they
further

Lieao ped, That our ministers and ohu~choes bo and
hereby are warved aoninst all mimsters or other
agonts swho MAY come Among us to «ow the sosds of
divicion and stril - in our conrregutions, or to ¢roats
solitan m our beloved Zion; and, owing to the peou-
liar reasons for prudence wiich now exist, wo enjoin
it upon our ministers anad sesslons to exercise special
onution as to whom they admit to thelr pulpits, aud
in cases of douot 10 reler to the Judgmeut of tho
Progbyteries the wholo question ol the nature wnd
extent of the courtesy or counlenauce they may ex-

tond,

Rexoived, That the Assoembly won'd remind ses
sious, that 1o no ease I3t proper for them to myite
ministers o1 othor denominations sieadily (0 ocoupy
puny of our pulpits without the consont of the Pro -
Lyteries, ana the known purpose of such ministers,
nt the eartést suitable opportunity, 1o unmite with us
in eoclesiniticnl relutions.,

—8uch i the sauctlmonions way of saving
that any chureh which shall allow n Northern
Presbyterian to occupy its pulpit will get into
trouble. We do not think the caution was
needed, but its andmus 13 unmisiakable, Thia
General Assomly then proceeded to deliver the
following testimony concerning slavery :—

nance by any churol is a jns* caovse of separmtion
from it (1. Tim. 6, 1-60 we hove surely said enongh
tu warn you away from the isidious error as trom a
fatal shore,

‘“Whatever, therefore, wo may have'to lamont b«
fore God, either lor negicet of duty townrds our
servants, or for sctual wrong whie the relation

Iosted, we nre not ealled, uow that it has been abo-
lished, to bow the head in bumilistion before muea,
or to ndmit thant the moemory of many ot oar doar
kindred isto be covered whin shume, becnnss, like
Abratam, lsanc, and Jucob. they had bonid-servants

—Tlhere are several misstatements of fact in
this testimony, the most material o which (that
respeeting **the voice of the Chureh in all ages")
might be reluted by citations from the recordod
testimony of the Presbyterian Church alons,
Bur the taet that *Abraham, lsane, and Jacob®
were sluveholders i oitod most inconclusively.
They were glaveholders alter a sert, ne doubt;
but were not the tirst and the lpst-named poly-
gamists us well?  Aud will the Sonthern Ol
Sichools ingist that anti-Polygamy is “Yone of the
most pernictons heresics of moacrn thines,” as
well s antiSlavery? 1t not, why not?

The Righ! Rev, John Henry Hopkins, Pro-
testant Mpiscopal Bishop of Vermont (), has
beeu Arymg board to conx  his pro-slavery
brother, Bishop Wilmer, of Alabama, back into
the silken bonds of church fellowship, Wilmer
is sweet on the “good Bishop' ol Vermont; but
he won't be conxed; und here are his reasons;—

v & & «The Southorn 'deputies themselves may
vory ngluraiiy be supposed 10 hve soms sentimont
in thay matter. Their sons and brothers lie in
bloody graves; their land is desoate, and strangors
dovour it in thowr preseucg; their emanoipated
glaves garison thewr cabies; they Jive thewmselves, as
yet, under the bung thelr representafive man, no
guiitier than themselves, I8 in bonds, and nmy have
to die an femomivions death. The whole Southern
peoplo, theretore, aro at this momoent awaiting triat
in the person of cheir representative hoad; they
are donounced us felens, and o shacklpd pross 18
forbti den to spoak & word ol vindication or remoaon-
stiance,

“Your own heart, good Bishou, will tell yon that
men 1o snoh A condition are . no mo . d to Join in
Julalate over a restoration wineh is gealed by their
degradation, The peaoe, for wineh 1o Deums will
be chanted, 18 purchasod by the 1oss of therr inhent-
suce and thoy are now sitting n the deep valley
ol humibation,

“Fue mon ot the South huve no desire to prolong
tue hopeless confbet. Thoy nccent the lilure of
theit eflorts us n fpct, and, a8 Chnstinn men. will
ratider 4 finthful allomance to the powers that bs,'
for God’s sake; but it s asking too mueh of them
thnt tlmz shall swell the pageant wiuch oslvbrated
their subjugation.

“Soms thne, Blshop, must be given to the heart to
sohoo! itse [.  Our peope are in no mood for Joyous
congmtulations, | hey are not yet ont ol mourning
for their dead. It is easy tor you w0 come together
aud fo ;;nu heartily o lnudales for peace and re-
uwon, Yours 15 the victorious section. It 18 onsy
for him who trinmphs to forgive; and from your
stand-pomt yon can thank God withn full heart
We are iryine 10 forelve and forget, and Hiting ap
our hoarts from the dust, we are trying to say, ‘Thy
will be done)’

“Excuse some of us, Bishop, for proferring just
now to stand ool from the discussion of these
subjecte.  Our wounds are too recpnt to bear rongh
hoaudiang, We bave no heart for them. e have
uo wish to diseuss them, for there can bhe po Iree
discussion Nor onn we, by our slent presence, bo
fwathiess to the memory of our dead, nor consent to
stand by whilo others inseribe ‘traitor’ on thoire
gravestones.”

—S8upposing this were sound logic, would it
not condemn the loval (that 18, Tory) Eplscopa-
lians of our Hevolutionary ern for uniting, as
they generally did, 1n orgnizing the Protestant
Episcopal churches in the United States? They
might have slood out and inssted on maintain-
ing the former state of ecolesinstical dependence
on England. By uniting with “Rebel” Episcopa-
linns, like George Washington and John Jay, to
form sn independent American Church, tﬁey
may or may not have consented to “‘stand by
while others ineeribed ‘traltor on the ve-
stones" of their deceased compatriots, At all

The Secretary of State and his assistant
off In the United SBiatesz steamship De Sofo on an
excursion of aloew weeks to warmer latitudes,
It Is understood nt Waehington that the south-
ern limit of thls voyage of disgovery will be
Vera Cruz, and that en voute My, Seward will
tonch at the little island of B, Thomaos fora
confidential conterence with General Santa Aunn
on Mexienn affuirs,

This is an lmportant fuct: for It must be re
membered that General Santa Aung (8 in exile
at present, under the orders of Louis Napoleon
and Masimilian, aod that the distingaished
Meaioun e x-Prosident (# & zealous nuuimru‘r of
the republic and a bellever In the speady down-
il ot the Erapre. It does not (ollow, howaver,
that Mr. SBeward in this mission contemplates
the refostatement of the Mexican republie or the
removal of Maximilian, On the contrary, we
are strongly lnclined to the opinion that tha
result ol this expedition will probably be a divi.
glon of Mexico between Muaximilion and the
United States, "

Mesico hos continually infured all nations hav-
ing any dealings with Lier, *'has ruthlessly ruined
aud oppressed her own people, and has brought
disgrace alike npon the sacred name of republi-
can liberty and oi buman nature,”  And tinally,
Governor Cox is not only opposed to going to
wat with Franee, but is vpposed o the policy ot
bullyving her in behnif oi 2uch u monstrosity as

Now, we believe thul Governor Cox,
as the officinl newd o1 ihe Repoblican party of
the great State Onfo, would not ut'er such
opimtons without some powerinl supportera to
back him. He fs not speaking at random, bus
tor'a purpose and a4 new wovemene with woich
he has become nassocinied, We think it very
likely that Chiel Justice Chase and My, Seward,
stronze a8 mav seem this conjunction, are in
this new movement, and that v eompreh ands o
financial and politicel schewe neainst General
Graur and the army and navy as elements of
solitien] power.

It mani-
festly takes precedence of measures looking to
the payment of the public debt, innsmuch as the
debt must be pald out of the surplus proiite of
business nud the surplus earmngs of induostry,
and business and industry cannot be re-pstab-
lished on & stable foundation uniil the currency,
which is its life-blood, s reduced and purified,
If o man riging from a sick bed s to pay a debt

out of his subsequent enrnings, his creditor has
u grester interest in the recovery of his vigor
thuo in his wages during convalescence.

Tis complex question s 8o hemmed in with
diffioulnies, that any man wonld evinec more
geltsufliclency thun fudgment who should be
very confldent he had discoverad its true solu-
tlon. But this is no reason why any cne haviug

The
main argumont for the immediaie resumption of
specie payments 18, ihat the business ol the
countty cannot be conduoted with advantase
while it 1= sliding down a declivity ol gradually
decrensing prices, The soundness of this iden
cannot well be controverted: tor why shoald
mwen purchiage oy produce commodities to he
#old in o fnlling marker ! But the exaggeration
of o wruth may be ss migleadiog as a downright
error. There 18 not a fsrm ora plantation in
the country but will be eéqualiy cuitivated,
whether pricea advance or decline. The price
of cotion and of other Southern staples wall,
under any circumstances, be Ligh enough to en-
courage production.,

The pl‘[(‘-‘ ol grain, which is our chlef staple,
is regulated by the loreign demand; its price in
Liverpuol determines its price in New Yorke As
the cost of Iransportition will go down with the
genersl decline, the furmer will receive for his
grain nearly as much value, though less nomi-
nal mopey, Manuiaoturers could protect them-

sulves peninst serionr logs by the smallness of

thelr production, which would, In some deeree,
correct the miseluevous effioetof the tariil which
diverts capital aud industry trom more profitable
branches of Induvstry. It is as certaln as any-
thing in the loture, that in u few years the taviil
will be rectibied fand reduced, and it is we'l that
meantime there should be some check to the
stimulus ol lugh duties In drawing capital into
braches of business not productive enough to
be selt-supporting,

Having pointed out these mitigations of the
nndeninble evils of a falling warket, we will
itute some of the objections to an attempt to
return immedintely to specie pavments, Wa
